Murk Twain** BefleetiOBS on the Ger- 


man Language. 


I have heard of an American stu- 


dent who was asked how he was get- 
ting along with his German, and 
who answered promptly: "I am 
not getting along at all. I have 
worked at it hard for three level 
months, and all I have got to show 
for it is one solitary German phrase, 
'Ztcei glaa'" (two glasses of beer). 
He then paused a moment, reflect- 
ively, then added with feeling, "But 
I've got that solid!" 


My philosophical studies have 


satisfied me that a gifted person 
ought to learn English (barring 
spelling and pronouncing) in thirty 
hours, French in thirty days, and 
German in thirty years. It seems 
manifest, then, that the latter tongue 
ought to be trimmed down and re- 
paired. If it is to remain as it is, it 
ought to be gently and reverently 
sot aside among the dead languages, 
for only tho dead have time to learn 
it. 


On the way to Heilbron there 


were some nice German people in 
our compartment. I got to talking 
some pretty private matters present- 
ly, and Harris became nervous; so 
he nudged me, and said: 


"Speak in German—these Ger- 


mans may understand English." 


I did so, and it was well I did ; 


for it turned out that there was not 
a German in that party who did not 
understand English perfectly. It is 
curious how widespread our lan- 
guage is in Germany. After a while 
some of those got out, and a Ger- 
man gentleman and his two daugh- 
ters got in. I spoke in German to 
one of the latter Jseveral times, but 
without result. Finally she said : 
<:Ich verstehe nnr Deutch and 


Englische," or words to that effect. 
That is, "I don't understand any 
anguage Wnt German and English." 
" can understand German as well as 
he maniac who invented it, but I 
alk it best through an interpreter.

A correspondent of the Ottawa Free 


'tittlrr mentions an ancient fort a short 


distance above Ottawa. This supposed 
clic of antiquity i« located on the 
outh hank of Fox river, opposite the 
mouth of Indian creek, just above the 
village of Wedron, on the farm of M. 


Donohoc. The plateau of ground on 


which it stands indicates nothing re- 
markable, and thc casual visitors would 
never even dream of such thing were it 
not pointed out to them. On the west 
s a deep ravine called the "Raven's 
!)cn." On the north is the river, where 
.he bluffs or rocks rise some forty feet 
or more above the water's edge, and are 
more or less fantastically shaped. That 
which is considered the fort ground 
within the breastworks is now a level 
and pretty plat of ground, rather plen- 
il'nlly adorned with oaks, elms and 
other varieties of trees, some of which 
re "old timers" and regular "forest 
kings," but for the moat part grown up 
,rees. It is supposed there were three 
ines of breastworks or ditches (accord- 
ng to Col. Hitt's survey), but only one 
of them is visible, which may be traced 
'rota ravine to ravine, a distance set 
down on the map at 180 feet, with an 
opening or break nearly in the centre, 
supposed to b« a gateway. 
This em- 


tmnkment or breastwork stands at an 
elevation of from one and one-half to 
two feet above the level of the rest of 
the grounds, with a ditch on each side 
of it, something like a water way or 
Eutter along our streets. Colonel I). 
F. Hitt surveyed this old fort "June 2, 
1877," and explains that this breast- 
work is supposed to be 1,200 years old.

St. Louis, December 7.—Informa- 


tion of a most horrible triple murder 
committed by an insane man this morn- 
ing near Che'stcr, III., is received here 
to-night. It appears that a young man, 
2C years of age, named Louis Tock- 
stcin, living a short distance from Ches- 
ter, became insane a few days ago from 
religious excitement. Yesterday he was 
taken before the court by a Deputy 
Sheriff, adjudged insane and placed in 
charge of two guards to be taken to the 
Asylum at Jacksonville. The guards 
took the man to a hotel in town, and re- 
mained with Him all night. 
About six 


o'clock this morning he called for water 
to wash himself. One of the guards 
brought him some in a basin, which he 
took and .immediately flung it into the 
guard's face. 
He then dashed through 


the window of the room and ran down 
the road leading out into the country. 
Blood was streaming from his face and 
hands from the cuts made by the broken 
glass. About a quarter of a mile from 
town he arrived at the house of Thomas 
Ryan, an old man of S3 years, with 
whom lived his widowed daughter, Mrs. 
Smith, and her little girl of twelve 
years and a boy still younger. At this 
house, Tockstein, who had stripped him- 
self naked on the road, rushed wildly in, 
ordered the inmates to kneel down and 
pray, saying they had but fifteen min- 
utes to live. They all obeyed but the 
little boy, who escaped from the house, 
ran to the neighbors, and gave the 
alarm. When friends arrived at the 
scene they found Ryan and Mrs. Smith 
dead, with their skulls smashed in by 
an axe, and the little girl lying headiest, 
on the floor, the maniac having chopped 
the child's head completely off. Having 
finished his bloody work at this place, 
the fiend seized the bleeding head of the 
innocent child by its long flaxen hair, 
ana swinging it over his own head he 
dashed do.wn tho road again. About a 
quarter of a mile beyond he stopped at 
the house of Dr. Gordon, entered and 
found only a servant girl. 
He ordered 


her as he had thc Ryan family to kneel 
and pray. The girl screamed, which 
brought the hired man from the stable, 
and Dr. Gordon appearing at the same 
time after a fierce and desperate Strug 


criminal offence to knowingly commu- 
nicate contagious diseases, nnd provid- 
ing for gratuitous treatment.

A gang of about 
twenty men were working in th» north 
tunnel at thc time, and as soon as the 
noise Jof the escaping air was heard, 
they became badly frightened, and made 
a precipitate rush for the air-lock. In 
their excitement they fell over each 
other, and one man sprained his shoul- 
der. The foreman retained his pres- 
ence of mind and devoted himself to 
stopping the leak, Jwhich he succeeded 
in doing without much difficulty. When 
the men saw there was no danger they 
returned to work. Those in charge of 
the work say that small leaks frequent- 
ly occur, but they arc never dangerous, 
although the workmen invariably get 
frightened and rush for thc air-lock 
when they hear the slightest indication 
of escaping air.

As related to a URPVJBLICAN skirmisher, 
by Special Agent Sprague, and Marshals 
Davis and Root, last evcnin&are about as 
follows: Vntil six weeks ago John W. 


[i and his wife resided at Oxford, 


Johnson county, Iowa. Knapp was a sort 
of a farmer and had lived at Oxford nigh 
onto ten years. He is a son of Mrs. Dor- 
cas Knapp, 11 widow of a soldier of the 
war of 1812. Dorcas Knapp resides at 
Ilartland, Huron county, Ohio, and has 
never been in Oxford, Iowa. A law was 
passed in 18TS granting pensions to wid- 
ows of soldiers of the war of 1812. There- 
upon u grand scheme entered the crani- 
um of John W. Knapp, and he imme- 
diately proceeded to procure a pension for 
his mother, representing without reserve 
that she resided with him at Oxford, Iowa, 
but all the time she was living at Hart- 
land, Ohio, and as the investigations 
made by Special Agent Sprague conclu- 
sively prove, was wholly ignorant of her 
unworthy 
sen's criminal proceedings. 


Knapp forged bis mother's name lo aft 
necessary papers, and made his wife as- 
sist him in his fraudulent undertaking by 
compelling lier to sign fictitious names of 
witnesses who never bad an existence, to 
oilier documents.1 Time passed, and on 
the rcprcsrntn'ioiis of Knapp, who was 
assisted by an Oxford lawyer, by the 
name of Thcophilus Hennine, Dorcas 
Knapp was granted a pension, amounting 
to ijllili a quarter. 
The drafts were 


drawn in favor of Dorcas Knapp, and 
sent to Oxford. John Knapp received 
the envelopes containingjlhc drafts,which 
he endorsed, each time being guilty of 
forgery, and then presented them at the 
National Bank at Iowa Oily, and thus re- 
ceived $388, the amount of three pay- 
ments. John Knapp might have contin- 
ued to defraud his mother and rob the 
government for a considerable number of 
years, bad it not been for the fact that 
about n month ago the legal beneficiary 
of tlie. pension, Dorcas Knapp, sent in her 
application from her abiding place at 
Wlartland, Ohio, asking to receive the ben. 
cfils of the ao.t of 1878. Special Agent 
Sprngue says the receipt of that applica- 
tion was a big surprise party to the gov- 
ernment pension agent at Washington, 
and Mr. Sprague wai immediately com- 
nussir.ned to investigate the fraud. He 
first visited Ilartland, Ohio, and found 
Dorcas Knapp residing there, and -still 
wholly innocent :ot what her son had 
done. Next he went to Oxford, Iowa, 
but found that John W. Knapp ami 
his wife had left that town about six 
weeks ago. After spending several weeks 
in endeavoring to learn the whereabouts 
of the parties wanted, and collecting all 
the facts obtainable there with reference 
to the criminal transaction, Mr. Sprsgne 
finally got on the trail of the forgers, and 
learned that Knapp and his wife were re- 
siding near Decatur, 111., and had been 
in this viclnily for nearly two months. 
Procuring the necessary papers for their 
arr<">, ,ind accompanied by the officers 
above named he put in an appearance 
Uere yesterday, and "bagged his game 
in the manner as above stated. 


When arrested Kuapp manitesteil no 


particular alarm, but on the other hand 
seeing that the officers had him "dead to 
rights," he confessed that he was guilty 
of ihe forgery as charged in the warrant 
lie made n confession which was taken 
down in full by Mr. Spragne, in which 
Knapp charges I hat most of the forgery 
was committed by Lawyer Henuing, to 
whom he paid considerable cash for scr 
vices rendered. 


The wifc.it appears from facts gatherei 


by Mr. Sprague, was strongly opposed U 
her fcusoand's proceedings, and signed 
the fictitious names of witnesses unde 
protest. Her husband threatened to kill 
her if she refused to do his bidding. 


The Knapps were here on a visit to Mr. 


Eicholtz and family. 


The penalty for the crime of which 


John" W. Knapp is undoubtedly guilty, i 
not less than 10 years in the penitentiary ] 
and a heavy fine. He is a poor man and 
being advanced in years, he will doubt- 
less pass the remainder of his days in 
prhnn.
